Preaching is commendable, and Tongues are 
commendable ; and are not Pſalmes or Prayers 
neceſſarily to be uſed in the Houſe of God?

Surely if our Saviour, or his Apoſtles, had 
injoyncd a# orders in particular , there had: re-. 
mained little or nothing for Bieps, to ſhew their. 
authority in, * Obedite prepoſoris veſtris, might 
have beene ſpared, S. Paul needed not command 
us, to obey our Rulers, or maogs: For if we per- 
forme, what God injoynes direaly in, terminis 
in particular, we obey. God herein, and not our 
Governors. But we are commanded to obey our 
Governors ;, and therefore ſomething is left to 
their diſpoſing, to their ordering, 

Kings make Lawes., and Biſhops Canons. 
Thus indeed it was of neceſſity inthe beginning 
of Chriſtianity; Kings made lawes for the State, 
and Biſhops for the Church; becauſe then there 
were no Chriſtian Kings cither to authorize 
them to make ſuch lawes ; or that would counte- 
nance them, when they were made. But after 
that ' Kings became nurſing Fathers ta the Church, 
Biſhops, in thoſe pious and regular times, made 
no Canons without the aſſent, and conſent, and 
confirmation of Chriſtian Kings. And ſuchi are 
our Canons, ſo made, ſo confirmed.
